crease in the teacher/pupil 
ratio totalling $118,500 in 
staffing salary cuts. 

School superintendent 
Shirley Van Eaton said cuts 
to the stall, whose salaries 
make up the largest budget 
expense, will cause an in¬ 
crease in classroom sizes, 
reduce program flexibility 
and cut services in adminis¬ 
tration, guidance and school 
libraries. 

Other cuts included a 
$30,000 slash fund which 
the superintendency will use 
at their discretion for the 
upcoming budget year. 

The debate over use of the 
Fiscal Equity grant split the 
board nearly 50/50. Some 
trustees felt more of the 
money should have been 
used to reduce the necessary 
cuts to staffing. 

"I have to ask why we are 
saving money when we arc 
cutting back in the schools," 
said Valerie Foat. ‘To go back 
to those people and defend 
huge surpluses when their 
kids are crowded 36 to 40 in 
a classroom is impossible.” 

But other trustees felt the 
money should be put away to 
cover unexpected cuts or ex¬ 
penses in coming years. 

"Basically to use a wind¬ 
fall to cover a program does 
nothing at all,” said School 
Board Vice-Chairman 
Murray Snyder. “It (probably 
won’t be there) to cover it 
next year. Then we would 
have to make up double. “ 


The County of Mountain 
View School Board passed a 
newbudget last week includ¬ 
ing an 8.5 percent average 
increase in school taxes. 

The budget was passed 
after school board adminis¬ 
tration trimmed over 
$300,000 from the original 
budget for the 1993/1994 
school year presented at the 
board's meet ing in early April. 

Total expenditures for the 
newyear reach $26,879,700, 
an increase of 2.6 percent 
from the 1992/1993 school 
year budget. The board used 
part of a one time windfall of 
$725,000 from the province 
through their Fiscal Equity 
program to cover a 10 per¬ 
cent decrease in transporta¬ 
tion funding and an 8 per¬ 
cent decrease in special edu¬ 
cation funding. The board 
also voted to put $360,000 of 
the Fiscal Equity grant, part 
of a $30 million lottery divi¬ 
dend doled out by the prov¬ 
ince to school boards on a 
“have” versus "have not" ba¬ 
sis, in an operating reserve 
fund to help offset increases 
in the coming years. 

In addition to the provin¬ 
cial windfall, school board 
trustees also approved an 
extra $300,000 cut to the 
budget to offset an antici¬ 
pated 11.5 percent increase 
in the school supplementary 
requisition. Cuts approved 
by the board included an in-

My mom and dad, Martha and Glen Johnston, struggled 
through the Depression working like slaves, raising a big 
family and trying to keep the wolf from the door. The province 
was bankrupt, there was no money for welfare, health care, 
family allowanee, no assistance for farmers whose crops 
failed, no irrigation systems or GRIP programs. There was no 
money to pay sehool teachers, nurses or doctors. Road 
construction was done by men working off their taxes. 
Governments defaulted on bonds, suicides were common¬ 
place. 

Dad was one of the first Soeial Crediters. I asked him once 
what he was before he was Social Credit. He said he wasn’t 
anything. He had been Soeial Credit all his adult life and he 
worked for the party from its very beginning. 

In 1952 he became an MLA and he served for 15 years, 
1952-1967. His salary was five-thousand, six hundred dol¬ 
lars ($5,600) per year. He had phone, bus and train passes 
and he was allowed $25 a day living allowanee when he was 
in session. When he travelled around the constituency he 
paid his own expenses. Dad's office was the front entry in our 
house. It was a largish entry so there was room for his desk, 
2 chairs and a book ease. The province supplied him with 
stationery but he paid for his own stamps. The party (not the 
Government) paid for election materials like posters and 
brochures. When we had a constituency meeting there were 
noehoirs. bands, buttons, decorations or funny hats. Ifthere 
were refreshments they were provided by the Soeial Credit 
Women’s Auxiliary. 

When Dad retired (undefeated) the province was debt free, 
he was 66 and eligible for pension. His pension was $325 a 
month. That’s $3,900 a year and that’s what he was still 
getting when he died in 1991. The MIA pay increases that 
were implemented during the Conservative years did not 
apply to old retired Soeial Crediters and true to current policy, 
pension adjustments were not retroactive. 

The basic annual salary of a present day MIA is fifty seven 
thousand dollars ($57,000) roughly 10 times what Dad got. 
If we compare this with wages in the public sector, then and 
now, $57,000 is not out of line and most people could live with 
it. It’s the severance package and pension that upsets us. 

If the MIA has been, but is not now a cabinet minister, he 
gets a cabinet pension in addition to his base salary. Sixteen 
MIAs arc in this enviable position and the Association of 
Alberta Taxpayers has estimated that these MIAs are eligible 
to reeeive "double dipping" provisions amounting to nearly a 
quarter of a million dollars a year. 

A lot of MIAs are leaving polities this year and their 
severance packages and retirement benefits are very, very 
nice. Everybody gets a Re-establishment Allowanee and there 
seems to be only two prices for this, $38,336 if you are a new 
kid, and $57,502 if you have been around for a long time. 
Pension benefiis vary more wiih long serving MIAs such as A1 
Adair, Jim Horsman and Don Getty getting the most. Fred 
Bradley and Dennis Anderson are the biggest winners. If they 
live to be 75 they will each collect in excess of three million one 
hundred thousand dollars. If they live to be 90 like my dad did, 
that could double. 

I know that my dad, with his modest wage and modest 
pension, did not single handedly pull Alberta from bank¬ 
ruptcy to prosperity and I know too that the current MIAs 
enormous benefits and pensions are not completely respon¬ 
sible for the terrible eeonomie situation we are in now. But dad 
' and his contemporaries provided a restraint, accountability 

and deeieation that seem to be lacking in our present leaders. 
In a t ime when rollbacks and layoffs are fright eningly common 
shouldn't our leaders lead? Shouldn't they set an example for 
others to follow? 

The only good thing about this situation is that Dad and the 
i other old timers who struggled so hard to pay off the last debt

A group of businessmen Is 
proposing a unique solution to 
the lack of senior’s housing In 
the county. 

The Supportive Housing 
Group Inc. Is Investigating the 
feasibility of constructing a pri¬ 
vate housing facility built spe¬ 
cifically for seniors. 

“We think that there Is prob¬ 
ably a fairly good opportunity 
here," said co-owner Mark 
Wright of Olds. “There are some 
studies by Municipal Affairs and 
we are talking to a lot of people." 

The Idea of a supportive hoi is - 
lng facility Is not new. Wright 
said the housing has been avail¬ 
able In Europe for many years, 
and more projects, like the 
Renlor In Calgary, are popping 
up. 

The company has already 
acquired a large parcel of land 
near the Olds General Hospital 
and Is looking Into building the 
senior’s facility on the site. The 
design of the complex will not be 


kitchenettes, and emergency 
services. Wright said It will be 
designed for seniors approach¬ 
ing falling health but not yet In 
need of nursing care. 

The facilities that we have 
right now In this province Just 
aren’t adequate for the greying 
of Canada, “ he said.

Pension: no solution 

Alberta's Premier Ralph Klein has been under the gun 
lately, both from the public and his own caucus, to resolve the 
question of MLA pensions, but the pressure certainly doesn't 
excuse what he has developed into a so-called solution. 

All it amounts to is a little boy taking his marbles home 
because he can’t win the game. 

There is no solution in taking away pensions for MLAs who 
wish to serve the public. Like everyone else in this province, 
they have to make a living too. Without pension benefits, 
suitable candidates (especially younger ones) will have to 
weigh their economic future before deciding to take office. We 
all have to plan for the twilight years carefully especially with 
the threatened withdrawal of the Canada Pension Plan and 
Olds Age Security. 

The majority of Albertans have raised their voices on the 
pension issue because of its current rate not because of its 
plain existence. It would be unfair to expect an elected 
representative to take a job representing our constituency, 
and give up another job without any future consideration. We 
don't do that for public employees like transit workers or road 
builders. Why should public employees like MLAs, who don't 
have the benefit of union protection, be treated differently? 

Premier Klein was on the right track earlier in the week by 
promising cut backs to the luxurious pension plan. A plan so 
far out of whack with MLA's pay grids and with the rest of the 
country should be honed. The opportunity to "double dip" 
should be taken away. MLAs who return to jobs or have 
healthy pensions behind them should be pro-rated, but the 
system should not be dumped completely. It is unfortunate 
that he faced such asinine opposition from his own caucus, 
especially when they are all facing re-election from a public 
well tired of all the self-protection.

the users. Organizers represent¬ 
ing the Foothills Co-op Insisted 
the system Ik* designed to pro¬ 
vide ample room for expansion 
of future drains on the lines. 
Without knowing what kind of 
Increase they'd be dealing with, 
these early visionaries drew up 
plans for a tight, well-con¬ 
structed foundation that has 
served them extremely well to 
date. 

A project of this magni¬ 
tude was unprecedented In 
Canada and with the sudden 
unanticipated demand for plas¬ 
tic pipe, shortages delayed Ini¬ 
tial construction plans. This 
turned out to be a blessing In 
disguise for Foothills. Some of 
the early pipe snapped up by 
other Alberta co-ops. who be¬ 
gan plowing pipe Immediately, 
was flawed, resulting In leaking 
lines which had to be dug up 
and re-plowed. This problem 
was corrected by the time Foot¬ 
hills began Installing their sys¬ 
tem In 1975. By Christmas of 
that year 40 percent of the Ini¬ 
tial 680 had risers Installed In 
their yards and several were 
burning natural gas. 

As the Alberta Rural Gas 
Program commemorates their 
20th anniversary, Foothills Gas 
Co-op Is proudly swinging Into 
year 19. There are far too many 
Individuals to list who made the 
dream a reality, but the efforts 
of all those who played a part Is 
laudable. 


From It’s humble yet 
hopeful beginnings as a one- 
man kitchen table operation. 
Foothills Natural Gas Co-op now 
employs a staff of nine from a 
substantially larger home base 
located on Imperial Way In Olds. 

Prior to 1973, only the 
fortunate few who happened to 
be located near main natural 
gas transmission lines could 
receive the fuel. Rural Albertans 
felt the benefits ofbumlng natu¬ 
ral gas should be made avail¬ 
able to everyone. Countless 
scores of local citizens rolled up 
their sleeves and began the 
daunting process. 

After meetings held in 
early 1974 at Olds College, a 
board of directors was elected to 
set about providing natural gas 
to rural businesses and resi¬ 
dences. 

The challenge was Im¬ 
mense. The proposed system 
would blanket an area running 
west of Highway 2 from Car- 
stairs to Bowden. Aerial photos 
of the area were taken and maps 
were drawn up to chart the con¬ 
struction plans. Engineers and 
contractors were engaged and 
lines began spidering across the 
countryside. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment was understandably con¬ 
cerned about capping constn ic- 
tlon costs. Costs would be 
shared by the government and

BRZ declared dead

After receiving a petition 
signed by 127 businesses lo¬ 
cated in the Business Revitali¬ 
zation Zone, town council laid 
the proposal to rest at the April

contested from the outset by 
effected Olds business people 
led by businessman Jamie 
Brown. After a previous petition 
was deemed unacceptable. 
Brown gathered enough names 
on the second to kill the pro¬ 
posed BRZ. 

‘There were enough In 
opposition to the BRZ so that In 
effect the BRZ bylaw cannot be 
passed by council.” Finance di¬ 
rector Darcy Webb said. “Just 
for Information there were 127 
[businesses represented on the 
petition) out ofa possible 213 so 
that’s roughly 60 percent in op 
position. It was a resounding 


The main objection by lo¬ 
cal businesses revolved around 
the BRZ fees which were seen as 
another unwelcome expense. 
Some felt the town of Olds Eco¬ 
nomic Development Committee 
could handle the mandate pro¬ 
posed by BRZ proponents. 

Anyone wishing to initi¬ 
ate another BRZ proposal will 
have to wait the required two 
years. Webb said he would be 
contacting the effected busi¬ 
nesses to pass on the fate of the 
BRZ proposal.

Olds approves zero 
increase budget

After operating since the 
l>eglnn1ng’of the year without a 
budget In place, town council 
finally approved an operating 
budget at their April 26 meet¬ 
ing. 

In order to balance the 
budget the town Is counting on 
the provincial government to 
issue promised grant monies, 
but finance director and admin¬ 
istrator Darcy Webb feels the 
town could adjust to any sur¬ 
prise cutbacks If announced In 
the near future by the province. 

‘‘If there are some cuts 
within the next month well have 
to come back to council." Webb 
said. “If there are any changes 
we should be able to come to 
council before the mill rates are 
set.” 

Acting town manager 


John Van Doesburg pointed out 
that the budget presented was 
an operating budget, not a mill 
rate budget. Van Doesburg said 
the mill rate budget will deal 
with “the total package Includ¬ 
ing school board and other req¬ 
uisitions. When we say we bal¬ 
ance the budget here we don’t 
know what the other requisi¬ 
tions from the others [will be] 
and that will affect the taxes In 
total. We don’t want the Impres¬ 
sion to be left with the taxpayers 
that |the Increase will be] zero. 
We can’t comment on the total 
Impact.” 

Mayor Dob Armstrong 
agreed and added: “There are 
many requisitions that we get 
which we have to approve which 
we have no control over.” 

Councillors Gary Spurrell 
and Donna Stauffer commended 
Webb for all the effort that went

Into the preparation of the 
budget. 

"I must commend coun¬ 
cil myself for the time spent to 
prepare the budget,’’Armstrong 
said. 1 lesald no fingers could be 
pointed for the delay, and sug¬ 
gested that the fall election 
caused much of the hold-up. 

The only complaint I 
have Is that we’re six months 
late,” Armstrong said. ”1 would 
hope our operating budget Is 
passed In December for next 
year so the administration has 
direction from January one. on. 
Of the years I’ve been mayor, 
this Is only the second time weVe 
had to pass an operating budget 
after the first of the^ear.”

Suspected killer founded 
Alberta’s first white settlement 


Peter Pond was accused of 
two murders, but notoriety 
didn't prevent him from 
getting rich. 

The first permanent settle¬ 
ment In what Is now Alberta was 
started In 1788. nearly three 
decades after the French sur¬ 
render of Canada to Great Brit¬ 
ain. But Alberta's first whltecltl- 
zen was neither a defeated 
Frenchman nor a conquering 
Englishman. He was Peter Pond. 
a cocky. Irascible New Englander 
with a gift for geography, a fierce 
temper, and widely suspected 
as a double murderer. 

Pond's greed was whetted In 
1779 when James Cook, ex¬ 
ploring what Is now Canadas 
west coast, found a large river 
flowing out of the east. At that 
time everyone was on the look¬ 
out for a canoe route from the 
north west ’s fur-bearing regions 
to the Paclfie. Pond, an Inde¬ 
pendent fur trader, surmised if 
he could find the source of that 
river. It would be a bonanza. 

He knew he couldn't do It 
alone: he needed partners. But 
he was not a team player. Even 
among the fiercly eompetitive 
Montreal-based traders, he was 
known for extremes. He had a 
short fuse, and one of hts rivals, 
Jean-Etlenne Waddens. was 
shot dead while visiting Pond's 
cabin in 1782. Another disap¬ 
peared mysteriously In 1786 
and was never found. Pond al¬ 
ways Insisted he was guiltless of 
murder, but no one who knew 
him doubted he was capable of 
killing. 


Pond must have 
been exhilarated 
when he saw that 
the Clearwaterflows 
west - in the direc 
tion of the Pacific. 


But he was consoled by the 
discovery that the Athabasca 
River and the lake were the 
source of mysterious black bea¬ 
ver pelts that had turned up 
occasionally on London markets 
In the past, commanding Im¬ 
mense prices from buyers. Pond 
had struck out for the riches ol 
the Pacific and failed, but his 
failure would make him rich all 
the same. 

Ills Journeys were pivotal In 
the history of Alberta and the 
west. In 1793 one of his part¬ 
ners. the renowned Alexander 
Mackenzie, would eclipse Pond 
by using some of his untested 
geographical ideas to finally 
reach the Pacific overland from 
central Canada. Meanwhile. 
Pond himself had founded Fort 
Chipewyan. the first permanent 
European settlement In Alberta. 
He returned annually to this 
station on the margin of I^ake 
Athabasca until the suspicions 
of murder caught up with him. 
Threatened with prosecution, he 


was forced to retreat to the 
United States. 

Peter Pond made other con¬ 
tributions. too. He was among 
the first whites to learn how to 
make pemmican, the Indians’ 
imperishable frontier ftxxl. As 
well, on one of his visits to 
Chipewyan. he noticed a strange 
geological phenomenon on the 
lower Athabasca: large deposits 
of sand saturated with thick 
black ooze. Pond was not only 
one of Alberta’s founding fathers: 
he was also the discoverer of its 
great Tar Sands.

Ironically, these violent Inci¬ 
dents helped force the tndepend - 
ent traders to unify for the sake 
of peaee. In 1787 they formed 
the North West Company: Pond 
was one of the first members. 
Under the NWC banner he 
reached the headwaters of the 
Churchill River in modem day 
northern Saskatchewan, where 
he found a 12-mlle sandy trail, 
leading to a startling 650 f<x>t 
precipice. It overlooked the 
Clearwater River, which tum¬ 
bles toward the Alberta border 
and over the Whltemud Falls. 
Pond must have been exhila¬ 
rated when he saw that the 
Clearwater flows west - in the 
direction of the Pacific. 

He hastened over what the 
Indians called "Melhv Portage" 
and descended the Clearwater, 
thinking he had found the leg¬ 
endary Northwest Passage to the 
western ocean. He was soon 
disabused of that notion, for he 
found that the Clearwater runs 
Into the Athabasca which flows 
north to the lake of the same

From the nutritionist 
mailbag 

The new Canada's Food Guide 
to Healthy Eating has generated 
many questions alxmt nutrition 
and healthy eating. Some of the 
more common questions asked: 

1. What are some orange 
fruits and vegetables? 

The "orange" fruits and veg¬ 
etables referred to In the new 
Food Guide are high In caro¬ 
tenes. Common orange vegeta¬ 
bles and fruits Include carrots, 
peaches and apricots. Nectar¬ 
ines. cantaloupe, squash and 
pumpkin are available season¬ 
ally. And foods we may buy on 
occasion Include papaya or 
mangoes. 

Oranges themselves do not 
fit Into "orange" vegetables and 
fruits high In carotenes, but are 
an Important source of vitamin 
C. Tomatoes and red peppers, 
although not orange, are a rea¬ 
sonable source of carotenes. 

2. Does the Food Guide In¬ 
clude water? 

Yes. water Is an "other" food - 
- one of the "others" Important 
to Include In your diet. Six to 
eight cups of fluids Is healthy. 
Fluids Include water. Juice, milk, 
herbal leas and decaffeinated 
beverages. 

3. Where does buttermilk fit 
Into (he Food Guide? 

Buttermilk Is a lower fat milk 
choice. 


4. Doathletes need more food 
than the Food Guide recom¬ 
mends? 

The Food Guide Includes a 
food pattern up to 3.200 calo¬ 
ries. Some teenagers, especially 
boys and endurance athletes, 
may need more than this. More 
grains, vegetables and fruits are 
the best choices If more calories 
are needed. 

5. How many grain servings 
are In a package of "Instant Noo¬ 
dle" soups? 

A package of soup would be 
four grain servings. Along with 
the enriched flour for the noo¬ 
dles comes the equivalent of 2 to 
3 teaspoons of fat. The salt con¬ 
tent Is also high so these soups 
should be eaten In moderation. 

Meat and alterna¬ 
tives are important 
foods to include in 
the diet to help meet 
our needs for protein , 
zinc, and iron. 


6. Are french fries part of 
vegetables and fruits groups? 

Yes. The other part of dietary 
advice Is to choose lower fat 
foods more often. French fries 
on occasion are OK. 

7. Is meal Important to eat?
